Tlie 
favorite. Miss .loan, was outrun all the way. Maud 
Bacon, a superior mud runner, revelled in tho going, 
o|»en(*d a big lead in the second race, and won as 
h(T rider pleased. Sot S<inare, away slowly, made 
up ground fast and finish(*d resolutely. 

Followers of form were rowardi*d in the third 
race when Jennii* Crawford, after racing Iiupiieta 
into defeat in the i*arly running, drew out de- 
cisiv(‘ly in the stretch and won easily. Imiuieta 
finished gamely for second place. 

Jake Argent ran back to his last good race to 
win the fiftli race t(Klay. After shaking off Shabaii 
earlv. he rusli(*d into a big l(*ad and w<m cantering. 

Ibpscoe Troxh*r continues to scintillate among the 
riders. He rode two more winners again today.

NEW MARYLAND TRACK GETS CHARTER. 

Enterprise at Bengies Will Be Permitted to Issue 
$350,000 of Capital Stock. 



Baltimon*. Md.. December 2r».— The promoters of 
the new race track, to l>e established at Bengies. in 
this county, are now assured of plain sailing so far 
as |K>rniissiou to conduct race meetings in the state 
goes. 

At a recent meeting of the state tax commission 
ers. an order was enter(*d approving the application 
of the new nssociation for a charter to conduct rac«? 
meetings. The charter was asked under an amend- 
ment to the charter of the old East Baltimore Driv- 
ing Association’s charter. 

Fnder this amendment the new association will 
l>e permitted to issue $3.'>0,0(K) of capital stock, and 
the jiromoters hjive interested a numlier of local 
men in the new ventun*. 

The new association has won out on its applica- 
tion for a charter after some opiwisitiou. Efforts 
wer«‘ made to block the move when it was known 
that A1 Ilerford. former manager of the late Joe 
tlaiis. negro lightweight fight(*r, was one of those 
chieflv interested. Persons connected with other 
race tracks and devot(*es of nicing in th«*se parts 
(‘ntertaiiied the idea that any increase in the num- 
l»er of racing days would result in the enactment of 
laws adverse to racing in this state. 

It is not known what dates will be applied for by 
the new association, and the general opinion in 
these parts is that inasmuch as Maryland already 
has as man.v racing days as New York, the sisirt is 
1>eing abused in this section. Should there be any 
conflict b(‘tween the new association and those 
already conducting meetings in this section, it is 
feared* that laws ma.v lx* passed that will do away 
altogether with the sport. 

It is regarded as reasonably certain that the new 
(‘ompany will not si>end to the limit of its (rapitali- 
xation. Hence the promoters of the Bengies track 
are not lielieved to be in risk of losing much, even 
if the next legislature should close all the race 
tracks. 



The real race track fan at New Orleans— the man who looks beyond the mere betting 
angle for his chief interest in horse r.acing — is probably looking forward to some real 
luxuries this winter in the way of sprinting race treats, for fate has brought together at 
the Fair Ground, track two of the most remarkable performers in this specialty that ever 
looked through bridles on the same track. They are of the same age and have many of the 
.same characteristics, judged by their performances, and the unusual career of both is es- 
l^ecially noteworthy for th« large number of noteworthy victories they have to their credit. 

Leochares is a bay gelding just about to enter his seven-year-old form. He was bred 
by L. S. Thompson, at Red Bank, N. J.. in 1910, became the property of Harry Payne 
''•Vhitney. but was sold in the spring of 1912 to John W. Schorr, of Memphis, Tenn., for 
V horn he raced until September, 1915, when at an auction sale at Saratoga he w’as pur- 
chased by John Sanford. For that g*^ntleman he nan but three races, being third in a 
handicap late last sea.son and then not being sent to the post again until August of this 
year, when he won two races in tho Sanford colors. It was not long after the Saratoga 
meeting and at an auction sale of some of Mr. Sanford’s hor.ses on September 7, tjiat 
I.eochares was purchased by W. P. Oir, his present owner, for $4,600 and. after showing his 
old-time form in five races at Laurel, Pimlico and Bowie, was taken to New Orleans for 
the winter meeting. 

Pan Zareta, the great rival of Leochares now’ at the Fair Grounds, is of the same age, 
and is a chestnut mare by Abe Frank — Caddie Griffith, bred by J. F. New’man, at the 
latter’s Texas ranch. She has alw^ays raced for J, F. and H. S. Newman, for whom she has 
faced the barri«ja* one hundred and .seventeen times in her five years of racing, winning 
sixty-two races, being campaigned as far we.st as Idaho. 

Both these g-.-eat sprinters have been conspicuous as w’elght carriers, the burden which 
they have carried in many races that they w’on in fast time being almost phenomenal; each 
lias numerous new track records to his or her credit, each has at some time held jointly 
an American record, and Pan Zareta now’ holds (alone) the Americjin record of :57 1-5 
at five-eighths. 

It is an almost b3wildering array of fast performances that greets the investigator of 
the races of this pair, in an effort to find a possible clue as to which will be crowned the 
speed wonder of the New Orleans meeting, if all goes well w’ith both of them during the 
winter of sport. Leochares apparently has two advantages over the mare — a kindlier feel- 
ing for soft goin;g and a sturdier cor.stitution to stand the test of a race stretched out a 
little beyond the ordinary sprinting route. Daily Racing Form will not attempt to settle 
this que.stion for the reader, but will give in some detail their races. 

Incidentally, the pair present an argument both for and against the two-year-old 
April 1 racing rule w’hich the Jockey Club has established, and against which the New 
Orleans club has decided to act, for Pan Zareta began racing on January 7 of her two- 
year-old form and ran many a race before A.pril 1 of that year. On the other hand, 
Leochares did not face the starter until July 8 of his two-year-old career. Do you glean 
from that fact the conclusion that possibly Pan Zareta would be able to last a bit longer 
in her present-day races had she not been sent to the post so early in her career? 

Of the two. Pan Zareta has been considerably the more strenuous campaigner. In all 
she has faced the starter one hundred and seventeen times; has won sixty-twro races. Ijeen 
second twenty-eight times and third fourteen times. Her percentage of victories is .529. 

Leochares has run in ninety races, w'on thirty-eight, been second twenty-three times 
and third tw’elve times. His percentage of victories is .422. Here are their records by 
ytars:

Vested Rights sprinted to the front early in tlie 
third and maintained a safe advantage throughout. 
Clara James was a fast- finishing s“eond. 

The fifth saw the defeat of the warm favorite. 
Jefferson, wliicli tired badly after setting tlie pace 
to the stretch, (piitting badly at the end. Bunch 
of Keys, w’hicli had been in forward pursuit through- 
out, finished with a whirlwind rush and won off. 

Buck Nail and W. W. (Jark were most fancied 
in the last race, but the latter w’as dull of s]M*ed 
today and ran iioorly. Buck Nail w’as held under 
restraint until a (luarter out, when he moved into 
the lead and increased liis advantage with every 
stride, winning pulled up. Bert L, and Smiling 
Mag finished w’ell.

For a series of fast races with a big burden of weight, Leochares’ record during the 
season now coming to a close is extraordinary. He raced sev’en times, and was only twice 
beaten — then finishing second on each occasion. Here is the list: 

August 21, Saratoga, three-quarters. — First, with 117 pounds; Blind Baggage. 112, second 
Rhine Maiden. 116. third; I.«o Skolny. 121, and Flying Fairy, 116, among those behind 
won in a canter. Time, 1:12. 

August 29, Belmont Park, three-quarters. — First, with 123 pounds; Bayberi-y Candle, 
121, second; Mont d’Or II., 116, third; won under re.straint. Time, 1:11 1-5. 

October 2, I,^iirel. three-quarters. — First, with 127 pounds; Sir Edgar, 105, second; Top 
o* th’ Morning, 123, third; won easily. Time. 1:12 1-5. 

October 12, I^aurel, three-quarters — Second, with 132 pounds, to A. N. Akin, 118. which 
won easily. Sir Edgar, 110, and Sand Mar.sh, 130, were in the field. The time, 1:12, equaled 
the track record. 

November 4, Pimlico, three-quarters. — First, with 133 pounds; J. J. Lillis, 113, second 
Runes, 111; Kewessa, 106; Water Lady, 110, and others behind; won in a canter. Time, 
1:11 4-5, a new track record. 

November 8. Pimlico, 1 mile and 4C yards. — Second, with 130 pounds to Chiclet. 114 
beaten by a head after being carried wide on the stretch, w’hich caused him to lose the 
race. Beat Flittergold. 115, by two lengths. The time, 1:42, equaled the American record, 
In the field were Runes, 112; J. J. Lillis, 106; Hauberk. 104, and others. 

November 23. Bowie, 1 mile. — First, with 114 pounds; Bondage, 93. .second; CThrlstie, 108 
third. Led all the way under restraint; won by two lengths. Time, 1:41, a new* track 
record. 

Last year Leochares raced thirteen times, winning four times, being second four times, 
third one, and unplaced four times. In several ways it was not so impressive a season as

Boulevard Connects Course with San Diego— New 
Clubhouse Nearing Completion. 



Sail Diego, Cal.. December 25. — A fine boulevard 
leads from the heart of this city to the gates 
of the Tijuana race track and it may well be 
imagine<l how enjoyable is the trip to the coursi? 
made in this manner through the balmy air of 
Southern California. Fnless one has visited this 
particular locality it is difficult to imagine the 
ideal climatic conditions that prevail day after 
day. Tiie San Diegan will not concede tliat then* 
is any climate anywhere else in the world quite 
the e(]uul of his. 

Tlie track lies a stone’s throw from the interna- 
tional monument set up to mark the Ixmiidary lim; 
between Mexit*o and the I'nited States. Across th<i 
Tijnana river, a mile or so distant, is the Mexiiaiii 
town of Tijuana, with its casino, one of the most 
notable in .Mexico, and otlier typical Mexican insti- 
tutions, all of wliich excite the interest of the 
visitor. 

The track e<iuipmcnt is modern. The grandstand 
occupies ail eminence, from which a perfect view of 
the racing is obtainable. A clubhouse, now nearing 
completion, w’ill sliortly be the n*ndezvous for many 
wealthy patrons of the sport. The course itself is 
one over wliich any horse sliould race well. Hard 
at tlie beginning of tlie meeting, it has since lx*eu 
cut up and now lias such an excellent cusliion tliat 
cripples find it easy to race over, as demonstrated 
by tlie recent victories of many a veteran caiii- 
paigner. It is asserted tliat horses apiH*ar to race 
better at an advanced age in this part of the 
country than elsewhere. 

So far as the |>ersonnel of those taking part in 
the sport and its attendant features are concerned, 
one might well imagine himself back at (>akland iu 
the days when racing flourisIu*d in Falifornia. In 
the judge.s’ stand, in the betting ring, in the pad 
dock and. in fact, on every hand are to lx* found 
men wlio played a prominent part in connect ion 
with the sport in Falifornia a decade <»r so ago. 
Judge r, H. Pettingill, wlio presides over tlie rac- 
ing, was for a >x»riod of years an official at Oak- 
land. So was Bob McGibIsm, who is in cliarge of 
the Tijuana Ix'tting ring. Aud so was his brother. 
Sam, who is clerk of the scales and associate Judge 
here. John I). Millin, paddock and patrol judge, 
was a prominent trainer and breeder under the old 
regime in Falifornia. He was connected for many 
years with Faesar Young. Edward Jasix'r. tli<* ring 
secretary, was formerly eonnected iu a similar ca- 
Iiacity with racing at Los Angeles. 

It is in the lx*tting ring that faces familiar in the 
old days at Oakland are encountered most often. 
Such leaders of the ring in the old days as George 
Rose and W. R. Engstrom liave joined the great ma - 
jority. but the <dd regime is wortliily represented by 
such lajers as Frank Eckert. Al Koenigslx*rg, John 
Md’raiie. Jack .Vtkiii, Sam Bradley. Ed Soule. Will 
Hall, “Little Henry” Fieylingliausen and others. 
('. B. Lusk, wlio iu tho affluent period of Falifornia 
rai'iiig was a meinlx*r of the racing firm of Jones 
& Lusk, is among the big men of the ring at Ti- 
juana. Another handbook man who is making a big 
liook at Tijuana is Bill Kyne. of San Francisco. He 
is described as a nervy oix*rator. but has nothing in 
this resix?ct on Al Koenigsberg, who is credit(*d with 
being tlie leading winner among the layers here, 

Ed Soule, who has put in an appearance here, en- 
joyed a profitable season in the east, where he 
cleaned up something like $30,000. He maintained a 
fine home at Oakland and tarried there for some 
time uixm his return to the coast from tlie east. 

Al Dobson is one of the old guard who is keenly 
enjoying the racing here. He was under engage - 
ment to return to Havana this winter in an official 
capacity, but withdrew at the last niomeht and 
came west. He expects to be a factor in tlie 
formation of a racing circuit tliat will keen the 
horsemen busy in the west next summer, the plans 
for which are still in the making. 

Jockey Tommy McTaggurt is getting into condi- 
tion to ride shortly. When he readied the coast 
he WHS afflicted with such a severe cold that lie de- 
cided not to attempt anything iu the way of saddle 
pr(‘parution for the time being. 

William A. Pinkerton, head of the famous de- 
tective bureau bearing his name, is another who 
thinks Tijuana has a great future as a raeiag 
center. He plans to while away a good bit of his 
leisure here this winter. 

James Murray, a Montana sixirtsman who raced 
Collector Jessup, when that noted horse was in his 
prime, has arrived to enjoy the racing for a season.
